Washington, June 22— Mail order 
liquor h o u se s are emitting their la-t 
feeble gu-[>s and many publications 
with circulation in dry territory are 
preparing to revi-e their advert i-ing 
-chedules. 
The 
so-called 
Reed 
amendment goes into effect July 1. 
This amendment wa- attached as a 
rider to the postoifiee appropriation 
hill and i- really two amendment-, 
called 
the 
Reed 
and 
the 
Jones 
amendment-. 
The latter forbids the 
sending into a state of any adver­ 
tisement o f articles whose -ale or 
manufacture the state’s laws forbid. 
The 
amendment 
i- 
of 
such 
wide 
scope that it not only prohibits the 
circulation o f mail order literature, 
hut that of bona fide magazine* and 
newspapers which carry liquor ad­ 
vertisements. 
The Reed amendment forbid.- the 
shipment into a state by interstate 
commerce of any article which the 
state law s forbid to he sold or manu­ 
factured. 
It prevents absolutely the 
importation of any intoxicant into a 
dry state. 
The amendments were t a c k e d on 
the postoifiee appropriation hill ear­ 
ly in February and were passed by 
the house February 21.
